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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant only argues Proctor, Jr. reference and 
not the references in combination (i.e., the combination of references taught as a whole). Although Proctor, Jr. illustrates only one base 
station in figure 1 , Proctor, Jr. teaches that more than one base station is possible (see e.g., column 5, lines 33-40). However, Proctor, Jr. 
appears to be silent or deficient to selecting an active and alternative base station (i.e., second station). Choate further teaches this 
limitation. See e.g., column 24, lines 50-55. One skilled in the art would be motivated to select an active base station and an alternative 
base station in order to select the strongest (directional) signal. Choate discloses such motivation at e.g., column 25, lines 1-6. One 
would further expectation a reasonable expectation of success since the mobile is by definition mobile and moving around and between 
cells or areas. Thus using the references as taught in combination, a mobile monitors the signal direction of multiple base stations for the 
purpose of selection a primary and alternative base station when mobile.. 
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
